COL. LINDBERGH AND WIFE 
THROWN INTO RIVER WHEN 
PLANE UPSETS AT HANKOW 


Both Picked Up Quickly by Lifeboat From 
British Aircraft Carrier—Flood Survey 
Flights Halted. 


By the Associated Press. 
HANKOW, China, Oct. 2.—The 


monoplane @f Col. and Mrs. Chirles 
A. Lindbergh capsized in the | 
Yangtze River here today, throw- 
ing the famous flyers into the wa- 
ter. They were rescued quickly by 


men from the British aircraft car- | 
rier Hermes. 

The upset occurred while Lind- 
bergh was turning the plane about 
on the surface of the river prepar- 
atory to a takeoff on another vol- 
unteer flood survey flight. The 
body and a wing. of the plane were 
damaged. 

Col. ‘and Mrs. Lindbergh had 
just climbed into the plane and 
had been lowered from the deck of 
the Hermes preparatory to making 
a trip to the vicinity of Tungtine 
Lake, 75 miles southwest of here, 
with Dr. King of the China Fam- 
ine Commission as a passenger. 

One Wing Strikes Water. 

One wing struck the water as 
the plane turned about, capsizing 
the craft and throwing the Lind- 
berghs and Dr. King into the river. 

The Hermes lowered a lifeboat 


water in short order. The plane 
then was picked up and lifted to 
the deck of the Hermes. 

The accident temporarily ended 
the survey flights, which have been 
in progress since the Lindberghs 
arrived in, China from Japan sev- 
eral days ago. The plane probably

MOVING WITH ‘SLOW

We Want Solid Facts Showing | 
Effect on Farmer, He 
Says.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. The 
beer investigation being conducted 
by the Department of Agriculture 
was described today by Secretary 
Hyde as “progressing with slow 
but stately tread.” He said he

“We intend to survey the entire 
field,’’ Hyde saids ‘‘What we want 
is solid facts to tie to, showing just 
what effect, whether good or bad, 
the legalization of beer’ might 
have upon the farmer and farm 
industry.”’ 

Hyde declined to discuss the re- 
cent statement by Louis J. Taber, 
master of the National Grange. 
Taber contended legal brewing 
would do the farmer more harm 
than good, and said there had been 
an increased consumption of dairy 
products since prohibition. Hyde 
conferred with Taber yesterday, 
but said today the subject of beer 
had not been brought up.

LLINOIS AUDITOR 
AND TWO CHICAGO 
BANKERS INDICTED 


Oscar Nelson and George 
Woodruff, Two of Those | 
Charged With Conspiracy 


in Waukegan Failure.

WAUKEGAN, IIL, 
Auditor Oscar Nelson, two Chicago 
bankers and two officers of the de- 
funct Waukegan State Bank were 
named in 11 counts of an indict- 
ment returned today before Circuit 
Julge Ralph J. Dady by the Lake 
County special grand jury investi- 
gating the closed depository. 

Others indicted are George Wood- 
ruff, former chairman of the ‘Na- 
tional Bank of the Republic in Chi- 
cazo; William H. Miller, former 
vice president; Norman O. Geyer, 
former president of the Waukegan 
Bank, and John M. Connors, for- 
mer vice president. 

The indictments charged conspir- 
arcy with “persons unknown” last 
June 17. when the bank was 
closed, to defraud depositors of 
$2,000,000 by. accepting deposits 
knowing the bank to,be insolvent 
and by issuing false Pn mislead- 
ing statements concerning its con- 
dition. 

The document charged directors 
were kept in ignorance of the 
bank’s condition, and the _ state- 
ments of last Dec. 31 and March 
25 were false. One count alleged 
Auditor Nelson was decived by the 
other four men. Other counts ac- 
cused them all jointly. 

The Waukegan bank failed 
shortly after the National Bank of 
the Republic was taken over by 
the Central Trust Co. of Chicago. 

Nelson, Geyer, Connors and Mil- 
ton E. Smith, also a vice presi- 
dent of the Waukegan bank, were 
indicted Sept. 18. Nelson was 
charged with misfeasance in office 
for his alleged failure to close the 
bank in September, 1930, and for 
declaring it solvent when he knew 
it to be insolvent.

Noted Yacht Racer Suc- 
cumbs in London to Ef- 
fects of Chill Suffered 
Several: Days Ago. 


HE SPENT MILLIONS 
' FOR AMERICA’S CUP 


Never Won Trophy _ Al- 

«though He Tried Many 
Times—First Came to U. 
S. as Stowaway.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Sir Thomas 
Lipton, noted merchant and yachts- 
man, died here tonight. He was 
§0 years old and became ill this 
week with a chill. 

This morning there was ‘some 
improvement in his condition, but 
it was not maintained. Doctors 
said it was heart disease that end- 
ed his life. Sir Thomas died peace- 
fully in his sleep with several old 
friends at the bedside. ° 

His announced the

“I regret to announce 
slight improvement noted 
Thomas’ condition early’ this 
morning was not maintained and 
that he died peacefully in his sleep 
at 7:15 o’clock this.evening. 

“His four medical advisers and 
several of his old friends were 
present. The cause of death was 
heart failure. 

“Funeral arrangements 
announced later.” 

Yachtsman and tea merchant, 
Sir Thomas Lipton spent more than 
30 years of his life and $10,000,000 
of his vast fortune on a hobby to 
win back for England the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup—a silver yachting trophy 
actually worth $500. He never 
succeeded. 

It was in 1930 that Sir Thomas 
made r-" most recent bid for the 
America cup, taking over the 
Shamre « V under her own sail 
only to be defeated by Enterprise, 
tee best of the American yachts. 
Recently he decided to postpone 
building his sixth challenger at ‘cast 
for another year. 

In 1927 he retired as chairman 
of the board of Thomas J. Lipton, 
Ltd., but was elected honorary Nfe 
president and retained active con- 
trol of the American branch, Thom- 
as J. Lipton, Inc., with offices at 
Hoboken, N. J. He had planned to 
visit the United States on business 
in connection with the company 
soon. 

Only last May the Royal Yacht 
squadron, probably the’ most ex- 
clusive club in the world, honored 
his long service to the sport in 
electing him to membership. It 
was only a few days after his 
eighty-first birthday that he was 
admitted to the club, membership 
in which confers the privilege of 
flying the white ensign service 
flag of the British navy. 

Once Was “In Trade.” 

It was a departure from the 
practice of the club, for Sir Thom- 
as in early life kept a small groc- 
ery and the fact that he had been 
‘in trade’? made him inelligible un- 
der the rules, although there is a 
story that King Edward VII, who 
was his close friend, tried several 
times to persuade the squadron to 
elect Sir Thomas. It was King 
Edward who created him a baronet 
in 1902 after he had been knighted 
in 1898 by Queen Victoria. 

On his last birthday he said that 
he would issue his sixth challenge 
for the America’s cup in Septem- 
ber and that the race would take 
place within 12 months of the 
challenge. 

“I must get the old mug back,” 
he said then, but subsequently he 
announced that he would postpone 
building the Shamrock VI, and it 
was assumed that ome reason for 
that decision was his failing health. 

In’ 1851 the little clipper yacht 
America, an unknown contender, 
crossed the Atlantic under her own 
sail, took her place on the starting 
line with a field of 18 illustrious 
“thoroughbreds” of the aristocracy, 
and astounded every sportsman in 
Britain by hugging to herself the 
victory and the cup in a race 
around the Isle of Wight. Six year 
later the cup became an interna- 
tional trophy,- dubbed “the cup of 
all nations.” 

Never Recovered Cup. 

Sir Thomas Lipton made four 
attempts to assuage this blow, 
which had carried gloom to the 
heart of every British yachting en- 
thusiast from Queen’s palace to 
peasant’s cottage, but try as he 
might, spend as he would, the bat- 
tered old mug never budged from 
its pedestal in the New York 
Yacht Club. 

Several notable attempts to re- 
capture the cup had been made be- 
fore Lipton took up the quest in 
1899, but all of them were failures,

TRAIN nlTS TRUCK, 
TWO KILLED AT. 
GRADE GROSSING 


Sylvester A. Bruce and 
John Brashear Victims of 
Accident at Frisco Tracks 
and Gratiot St. 


Two men were kilied this morn- 
ing when their truck was struck by 
a Frisco passenger train at the 
Gratiot avenue crossing in Shrews- 
bury. 

The victims were 
Bruce, of 7002 Lansdowne avenue, 
and John Brashear, of 6970 Ban- 
croft avenue. Both men were labor- 
ers. Bruce, the owner of the truck, 
is believed to have been driving. 
The crossing is unguarded, except 
for an automatic signal bell. Rob- 
ert Spohr, an employe of the St. 
Louis County Gas Co., who saw the 
crash, told county officers that the 
truck started across the track at 
8:25 o’clock in front of a work 
train, whicR was moving. slowly 
westward. The bell was ringing at 
the time, Spohr said, but the driver, 
apparently believing that the signal 
was for the work train, did not see 
® passenger train inbound from 
Tulsa, Ok., on the east tracks. 

The truck, loaded with cinders, 
was struck squarely and hurled to 
one side. Bruce was thrown to the 
pilot of the locomotive, being <ar- 
ried about 800 feet down the track. 
He was dead when the train crew 
reached him after the train was 
stopped. Brashear fell on the 
right side of the track, and was 
also killed. 

Bruce and Brashear weére 
gaged in hauling. cinders from 
St. Louis County Gas Co. plant. 
Bruce was 59 years old and is 
survived by his wife, Viola, and 
six children. Brashear, 42 years 
old, lived with his wife and three 
children.

BORAH ASKS HOOVER TO CALL 
CONFERENCE ON BI-METALLISM 


Leading Nations of World Could 
_ Establish It, but Not United 
States Alone, He Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Senator 
Borah of Idaho urged President 
Hoover at a_ luncheon conference 
today to call an international mon- 
etary conference to consider adop- 
tion of bi-metallism by the leading 
nations. * 

Borah discussed a wide range of 
subjects, including bi-me*allism, 
political ‘conditions and d‘iarma- 
ment with particular reference to 
the Geneva Conference next Feb- 
ruary. He painted a dark picture 
to the President of political condi- 
tions in the West, particularly as a 
result of the farm situation and 
reitferated his belief in the expart 
debentur plan as an aid to the 
farmer. 

Prohibition was talked about 
and Borah, an outstanding suppor- 
ter of the eighteenth amendment, 
said he found his views generally 
in agreement with the President's. 

Following the conference Borah 
expressed hope for the calling of 
an international monotery con- 
ference, but gave no_ indication 
that the President had given him 
encouragement in that direction. 

Berah said the leading nations 
of the world could successfully es- 
tablish a fixed ratio between gold 
and silver as a monetary base. The 
United States alone could not, he 
said.

LOOTS SHOPS, 
FIGHTS POLICE 
INGLASGOW 


Rioters, in Crowd of 50,000 
Men, Resist Foot and 
Mounted Forces With 
Hammers, Hatchets and 


Crowbars.

Other Disorders Because of 
Cut in Dole; Repression 
Charge in House of Com- 
mons; Early General Elec- 
tion Expected. 


By the Associated Press. a 
GLASGOW, Scotland, Oct. 2. 


John McGovern, Labor member of 
Parliament, who was suspend:2d 
from the House of Commons after 


a rough and tumble fight last July, 
is in jail, and Glasgow streets are 
littered with wrechage left by last 
night’s unprecedented rioting by 
the unemployed. . 

Fifty thousand jobless men were 
involved in a vicicus fight when 
police tried to disperse them last 
night, and early this morning the 
rioting started again when police 
tried to check a mob of looters 
breaking down store doors and 
stealing whatever they could lay 
their hands on. 

The rioters fought with clubs, 
hammers, hatchets and crowbars. 
They swung bottles at the heads of 
the police on foot, and only the 
charges of mounted men. could 
drive them back. 

People leaned from second-story 
windows, bombarding the police 
with chunks of broken furniture, 
and before the night was over 
many were in hospitals, including 
three policemen. 

The looting today began while 
police were concentrated on the 
Glasgow Green, where last night’s 
most serious fighting took place. 
Merchants came running tc report 
that the mobs were in their stores 
and mounted police came at the 
gallop. 

Jam and Eggs Are Thrown, 

Soifetimes they would surprise 
the looters, but as they drove them 
off showers of canned goods, jars 
of jam, even loaves of bread and 
eggs were thrown. The litter was 
still in the streets this afternoon, 
for the police were on guard 
against a further outbreak. 

They went about the city helping 
store-owners and peaceful citizens 
to put up their shutters and to 
board up the broken windows and 
doors, but up to the middle of this 
afternoon there had been no more 
trouble. 

McGovern and 11 others were 
arraignéd today on a charge of 
“forming part of a disorderly 
crowd, threatening violence and 
committing a breach of the peace.” 
They were sent to jail until tomore 
row when they will be tried. 


Demonstrations Bring Repression 
Charge in Commons, 
LONDON, Oct. 2.—Charges of 
“repression” were hurled at the 
Government and threats of resist- 
ance were made by a group of left 
wing Laborites from the Clyde- 
shire district of Scotland in the 
House of Commons today as a 58e- 
quel to rioting by unemployed in 
Glasgow. 
David Kirkwood led the group 
in refusing to accept the denial of 
Secretary for Scotland Archibald 
Sinclair that no measures of re- 
pression were being invoked 
against unemployed persons who 
fought with police and _ looted 
stores in the Scottish industrial 
city. 
Shouting he would go to Glas- 
gow himself and defy the law, 
Kirkwood said, “You will have to 
take our lives or we will take 
yours. You can do anything you 
like. Do you think we are going 
to stand for our people being 
batoned?” The House then quieted 
down. 
Glasgow and the Clydeshire area 
has been given the reputation of 
being a center of Communist agi- 
tation.

FAVORS IMMIGRATION QUOTA 
FOR CHINESE AND JAPANESE 


System Favored by U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce Committee 
Would Admit 200 a Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Exten- 
sion of the immigration quota sys- 
tem to Japan and China was rec- 
ommended to directors of the Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce to- 
day by its Committee on Immigra- 
tion. 

The report was filed by Asa G. 
Briggs of St. Paul, who said it had 
the unanimous approval of his com- 
mittee. 

“The experience of the last seven 
years has shown that the quota 
limit system applied to European 
nations embodies a non-discrimin- 
atory method of immigration  re- 
striction which is entirely adequate 
also to control immigration from 
Japan, China and other far Eastern 
countries,” the report said. ‘The 
number of immigrants to be ad- 
mitted from these countries under 
the quota system when applied im- 
partially to all peoples would be 
approximately 185 a year from 
Japan and 105 from China.”

DECLINE OF $158,000,000 
IN SUPPLY OF GOLD IN U. S, 


Country’s Stock Left at $4,739,000,- 
000, Compared With $5,015,- 
000,000 Two Weeks Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A fur- 
ther decrease of $158,000,000 in the 
nation’s supply of gold is shown in 
the Federal Reserve Board’s report 
for the week ending Sept. 30. 

The loss brought the total out- 
ward flow of gold in two weeks to 
$276,000,000, leaving the country’s 
stock at $4,739,000,000. Two weeks 
ago the country held $5,015,000,000, 
almost half of the world's supply. 

Earmarking of gold in New York 
for foreign account caused the 
change in the direction of the gold 
flow, which had been to the United 
States for the last year. On Sept. 
30 this country held $228,000,000 
more in gold than it held a year

Sir Thomas Lipton Is Dead 


———— 


Continued From Page One. 
Just a year before the twesgticth 
century rolled around, Sir Thomas 
appeared off Sandy Hook with his 
yacht Shamrock I, first of the four 
famous Shamrock sisters that al- 
ways proved a mite too slow for 
the American-built defenders. 

Columbia was chosen by the 
New York Yacht Club to beat the 
Shamrock. and proved herself full 
worthy of the confidence. 

“The best boat won, but I'll try 
again,” were tie words of Sir 
Thomas as he sailed away. 

His second challenge was issued 
and accepted in 1900, when Sham- 
rock II was ready for the fray. 
The yacht Constitution was select- 
ed by the New York Yacht Club 
as defender, but owing to an acci- 
dent to her mast during practice, 
it was necessary to again bring out 
Columbia. Her performance was 
even better than in the first race, 
whereupon Sir Thomas, his optim- 
ism unshaken, began thinking of 
Shamrock III. 

This craft was brought to Amer- 
ica in 1903. Sir Thomas recrnited 
an auxiliary fleet of 33 vessels to 
tender his Shamrock, and employed 
more than 200 men to handle his 
miniature navy. The friendly in- 
vasion, said to have cost Lipton 
more than $1,000,000, was no more 
successful than its predecessors had 
been. The New York Yacht Club 
had built the swift Reliance to de- 
fend its trophy, and the defense 
was perfect. 

In 1907 he again challenged, but 
asked for a modification of the 
rules and measurement stipulations 
governing the previous contests. 
This challenge was declined by the 
Americans on seven grounds, chief 
of which was the contention that 
the cup stood pre-eminently for 
speed and should be contested for 
by the fastest and most powerful 
vessels that could be built. Lipton 
had sought to compete with a little 
68-foot sloop, while American rac- 


ing officials desired a 9$0-footer, 
holding that yachtSracing, as every 
other sport, should progress. 


Compromise in 1913. 

Seven years of controversy fol- 
lowed, during which Lipton madez 
numerous attempts to procure a 
modification of the ruling. Finvilly, 
in 1913, the New York Officials 


agreed to compromise on a 75-foot) 
vessel and Lipton issued a chal- 
lenge under these conditions, which 
was immediately accepted. 


War began, however, before the 
dates agreed upon for the race, 
and Lipton’s yachts, as well as 
those of the New York Club, were 
hauled up on the ways for an in- 
definite period. 


Then.came the great contest of 
1920, when Shamrock and Resolute 
were pitted against each other for 
what proved to be the most spec- 
tacular of all the international 
races since the British defeat in 


1851. Sir Thomas actually won two 
of the five races, and had the sat- 
isfaction of seeing one of his Sham- 
rocks cross the finish line a victor 
for the first time since he began 
racing in America. , 

“~t have looked forward to this 
moment for 21 years, and now I 
am happy.” he said as Shamrock 
swept majestically over the line. 
In his optimism he ordered a spe- 
cial casket in which to carry the 
cup back to England, but the cask- 
et went back empty. 

Aside from his long and ardent 
yachting career, the life of Sir 
Thomas Lipton was full of many 
interesting features, although the 
weather-beaten sportsman himself 
was reluctant to admit it. 

“Something about neyself other 
than yachting?” he once said to 
a group of newspapermen. “That, 
I fear, would be like playing Ham- 
let with the principal character 
left out.” 

Came to U. 8S. as Stowaway. 


He was born May , 1851, at 
Glasgow, Scotland, of Irish — par- 
ents. After a brief, schooling, he 
was compelled to seek work to aid 
his parents in their struggle for a 
livelihood, but after two years as a 
messenger boy, the lure of bigger 
things got the better of him. 

Stowing away on a steamer, 
bound he knew not where, he land- 
ed in America and worked for a 
while on a rice plantation in South 
Carolina. Making his way to New 
York two years later, he found 
that fortune still kept far ahead 
of him, and many a night he is 
said to have slept on park benches. 

Finding work at last, he soon 
had sufficient money to pay his 
way by steerage back to Glasgow, 
where he landed without funds 
but with a head full of American 
ideas. 

Most of all he had been im- 
pressed “with the American meth- 
ods of advertising. Describing 
these in glowing terms to his par- 
ents; who had accumulated a few 
hundred dollars, he succeeded ‘in 
persuading them to open a small 
provision store. He advertised 
boldly and expensively, considering 
the capital behind him, 
made his name known throughout 
Glasgow.

This ro»berv 
has been described as the biggest in 
the history of the country.

“All I have to say is I am inno- 
cent,” was O’Connor’s only com- 
ment. 

County Attorney Max ‘owle an- 
nounced Howard (Pop) Lee. also 
of East St. Louis, probably would 
be the second “of the four persons 
charged with the robbery to go on 
trial. The others are Jack Britt, 
East St. Louis, and Gus Winkler, 
who was arrested in St. Joseph, 
Mich., following an automobile ac- 
cident. Lee’s trial, Towle said, 
would start probably the week of 
Oct. 12. 

O’Connor’s trial started Monday. 
Eight witnesses identified him as 
the man who carried a machine 
gun and stood in front of the bank 
when it was robbed. Fe testified 
he had never before been in Lin-

Kept at Fruit Luncheon 
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Pear, Banana, desks and Orange for Each of 
300 Guests in London—Spinning 
- Wheel Givep Mahatma.

LONDON, Oct, 2.—Three hun- 
dred admirers of Mahatma Gandhi, 
most of them English, had luncheon 
with him today in honor of his 
sixty-third birthday, but for each 
guest there was only one pear, one 
banana, one apple and one orange. 


Thére was ice water, except for 
the mahatma, who drank goat’s 
milk, but the toast to the King, a 
ritual at all public dinners in En- 
gland, was omitted. 

The Independent Labor party 
and’ two Indian societies in London 
were hosts. Gandhi sat between 
Fenner Brockway and long-haired 
stern-faced James Maxton. 

As a birthday gift Gandhi re- 
ceived a tall spinning wheel on 
which a ball of Indian cotton had 
been wound. 

He was not the only guest in a 
strange costume. One young En- 
glishman with wavy blond hair had 
cycled to the Gardens of Westmin- 


ster Palace for the function wear- 
ing only a shirt and khaki shorts. 
Some English women wore hame- 
spun dresses and there were a few 
beautiful Hindu girls whose jewels 
and flowered shawls were a sparkle 
of color. 

In front of Gandhi there were 
sprinkled small white chrysanthe- 
mums and red dahlias, one of which 
Miss Madeline Slade, his English 
disciple, pinned to her homespun 
shawl, 

In a brief expression of his ap- 
preciation for the luncheon, = the 
Mahatma reaffirmed India’s stand 
for independence and asserted that, 
although Indians had no wish to 
gain independence at the cost of a 
single life, they were “willing that 
the holy Ganges should run with 
blood if that is necessary to win the 
freedom so long delayed.” 

Gandhi last night received a 
purse of £575, which is worth $2277 
according to present exchange.

NEW RESTRAINING 
ORDER OBTANED 
“BY PEVELY C0 


U.S. Judge FitzHenry Is- 
sues It At Springfield, IIL., 
Following Attacks on 
Milk Truck. 


A temporary restraining order 
against interference with tHe bus!i- 
ness of the Pevely Dairy Co., re- 
turnable Oct. 10, was issued yester- 
day by Federal Judge FitzHenry at 
Springfield, Ill. 

The order is ancillary to the in- 


junction issued by Federal Judge 
Davis at St. Louis against interfer- 
ence with the dairy’s shipments, 


destruction of property or intimida- 
tion of its drivers or producers. It 
names $8 members, directors and 
stockholders of the striking Sani- 
tary Milk Procuders, Inc., and cites 
instances of the destruction of its 
property and injury of its employes. 
Violence which characterized the 
beginning of the milk strike last 
month was followed by a lull of 
more ‘than a week upon issuance 
of Judge Davis’ order. Recent out- 
breaks, however, have occurred 
with increasing frequency in Illi- 
nois, largely in Judge FitzHenry’s 
district. Two men were slightly 
wounded this week by shotgun pel- 
lets in attacks on milk collection 
trucks by men in ambush. 
Contempt citations could not be 
obtained under the Springfield or- 
der on the basis of incidents prior 
to its issuance, Charles A. Houts, 
attorney for the dairy, explained 


today. He said, however, that 
counsel for the dairy contends the 
ancillary order confers concurrent 
jurisdiction of the two Federal dis- 
tricts, and action toward citations 
might be initiated in Judge Davis’ 


ment by last May 1, because they 
did not have the money or the time 
in the busy planting season to com- 
ply with it, and that the feeling 
was general that the order could 
have been made in December or 
January, when the farmers had 
plenty of time, if not money. 

Dr. Starkloff’s reversal of that 
order by the “moratorium” enabled 
distant farmers to compete with 
those in the St. Louis territory, the 
bureau pointed out, and commented 
that if milkhéuses were necessary 
for public health on May 1, they 
were necessary still.

Hoover Confers With Roop 
on Retrenchment Policy

ing burden of expenditures and a 
lessening tug on the income traces 
has mired the Treasury into a 
deficit of $380.495,854 for the first 
quarter of the present fiscal year. 
A year ago the Treasury finished 
the first quarter on Sept. 30 with 
a surplus of $55,148,670 but at the 
end of the year it was $903,000,- 
000 in the red. 


In the three months starting last 
July 1, the Treasury collected from 
all sources $588,175,732 and spent 
$968,671,686. For the same period 
last year $832,674,001 wag collect- 
ed. 


Income taxes for this quarter 
showed a sharp decline with only. 
$313,837,120 being gollected as 
compared with $554,386,119 last 
year. Miscellaneous taxes also 
dropped approximately $13,000,000 
with a total of $143,099,841. Cus- 
toms receipts, however. increased 
with $108,219,944 collected this 
year as compared to $94,932,429 
last year. 

The increase in customs receipts 
was not accepted by officials as 
indicative of any general upware 
trend in that class of revenue be- 
cause July, August and September 
of last year produced the smallest 
amount of customs receipts in more 
than a decade. In July and August 
customs receipts were greater than 
a year ago, but in September they 


compared with 
year.

Where Money Went. 

On the expenditure side, the 
Government put out approximately 
$191,000,000 more than in the first 
quarter of last year with a total 
since July 1 of $968,671,586. 
The general expenditures of the 
Government, which includes’ the 
cost of operating its business, 
amounted to $739,761.485, as com- 
pared with $557,877,294 in the same 
period of last year. 
The postal deficiency, which 
amounted to $25,004,582 in the first 
quarter of last year, went up to 
$45,000,000 this year. 
The Farm Board, which spent 
only $22,894,464 in the first quar- 
ter a year ago, spent $76,326,096 
this year. 
The chief contributing factor to 
the deficit, however, was a drop of 
$231,000,000 in income tax re- 
ceipts for the quarter. 
These payments. due on Sept. 15, 
totaled only $267,257,654 as com- 
pared with $498,520,395. The drop 
was slightly greater than the 
Treasury had estimated. 

Public Debt Increases. 
On Sept. 30, the gross public 
debt amounted to $17,320,606,657, 
as compared with $16,863,781,233 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A grow- 


amounted to only $35,500,210, as . 
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on Aug. 31 and $16,080,612,702 on 
Sept. 30 a year ago. The increase 
reflected the $9032,000,000 deficit in 
Government operations last year 
together with small increases in 
the amount of securities issued for 
refunding purposes. 

Daily the heads of the depart- 
ments are appearing before Budget 
Director Roop to plead for funds 
to carry on their work in the next 
fiscal year.

That President Hoover already 
is taking an active part in exam- 
ining the estimates was indicated 
yesterday when Roop called at the 
White House armed with many 
typewritten columns of figures, 

In addition, President Hoover 
conferred with Senator Hebert 
(Rep.), Rhode Island. Hebert said 
Government expenditures were dis- 
cussed along with the general busi- 
ness and economic situation. He 
added Mr. Hoover had not decided 
whether a tax increase would be 
necessary.

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WIDOW TO VIEW TWO 
FELD IN BOAT MURDER 


Mrs. Collings Leaves New 
York for Florida After 
Studying Photos. 


By tke Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Mrs. Ben-| 
jamin Collings has departed for 
Florida to say whether two men 
being held at Daytona Beach, had 
anything to do with the murder of 
her husband. 

With her are her lawyer, William 
A. Kelly; her aister-in-law, Miss 
Helen Collings; and Fred Gunder, 
Assistant District Attorney of Suf- 
folk County. She is due to arrive 
at Daytona Beach late tonight. Be- 
fore deciding to make the journey, 
Mrs. Collings stndied photographs| 
of the two, a man and his son. 

She said, after looking at tele- 
photoed pictures, she could not be 
sure, but that she doubted they 
were the men who boarded her 
husband’s cruiser the night of Sept. 
9, killed him and then abducted 
her. 

Suffolk County authorities wtred 
Daytona Beach police to detain the 
father and son 24 hours more to 
give Mrs. Collings a chance to see 
them, 

It has developed that a body 
washed ashore on Long Island 
Sound Tuesday was not that of Wil- 
liam Smith, as had been supposed. 
William Smith was an acquaintance 
of those held in Florida. He was 
found in Bloomfield, N. J., and said 
he knew nothing about the Col- 
lings murder. 

After hearing brief testimony 
about the autopsy, the Coroner's 
inquest in the Collings case was 
closed today with the mystery still 
unsolved. 

Coroner William B. Gibson for- 
mally ended the inquest with this 
statement: 

"IT find that Benjamin P. Collings 
met his death on the morning of 
Sept. 10, 1931, In the waters of 
Long Island Sound as a result of 
injuries inflicted by person or per- 
sons unknown and that the direct 
cause of death was drowning.” 

The only witness at the inquest 
today was Dr. Vincent McAuliffe, 
who assisted in performing the 
autopsy on Collings’ body. He said 
Collings’ hands and feet were 
bound and that he had been struck 
on the head eight times. He testi- 
fied Collings died by drowning but

VOTES TO ADOPT 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


| President J omutiie Presents 


Plan at Opening of Fifty- 
First Session of State Or- 
ganization. 


Opening its fifty-first annual 
meeting, at Hotel Statler today, the 
Missouri Bar Association consid- 
ered steps to revitalize the legal 
profession in this State and to rid 
it of sources of criticism. 

The association adopted a new 
constitution, providing for the 
federation with it of all the local 
bar groups in the State and of 
the Judicial Conference. It re- 
ceived recommendations approved 
yesterday by a conference of bar 
representatives—one urging the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri to promul- 
gate and enforce a code of legal 
ethics, the other calling on the 
association to join in the prosecy- 
tion. of suits now before the Su- 
preme Court to prevent trust com- 
panies from practicing law. The 
resolution on the code of‘ethics was 
adopted immediately. 

J. W. Jamison of St. Louis, pres- 
ident of the association, advocated 
in an address the adoption of the 
new constitution, by which all the 
city, county and circuit bar associa- 
tions in Missouri would federate 
with the State. association, without 
losing their autonomy, their mem- 
bers becoming automatically mem- 
bers of the State group. 

The constitution also would set 
up a foundation agency, which 
could receive donations for use in 
promoting revision and amendment 
of the substantive and ~pw#cedural 
law of Missouri or for special pur- 
poses. » Jamison declared that the 
establishment of such a fund was 
“essential to the future success of 
the reorganized bar of Missouri.” 
He spoke of the fact that the asso- 
ciation regularly had representation 
at sessions of the Legislature, to 
oppose objectionable legislation and 
advocate desirable revision or re- 
peal of laws, but chiefly to propose 
“constructive legislation to insure 
a better administration of justice.” 

“It is a regrettable truth,” Jami- 
son went on, “that at no session of 
the Missouri Legislature, at any 
time in a quarter of a century, has 
the Missouri Bar Association been 
able to make effective its convic- 
tions in legislation.” 

Abovt 6500 lawyers, active in 
practice reside in Missouri, Jamison 
reported, but only 1700 are mem- 
bers of the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion, including 573 in St. . Louis 
and 319 in Kansas City and Jack- 
son County. Of 1700 lawyers prac- 
ticing in St. Louis, less than half 
are members of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, he added, and 269 
members of the latter group do not 
belong to the State organization. 
There are 46 local bar associations 
in the State, functioning as inde- 
pendent units. If they are feder- 
ated, Jamison said, the State as- 
sociation’s membership will jump 
to 3500, with a prospect of reach- 
ing 5000 in a few years. 

Establishment of a legal news 
bureau, to interpret the law end 
the legal profession to the public, 
through the newspapers, was rec. 
ommended by Jamison. He said 
the federation, the foundation fund 
and this bureau would enable re- 
establishment of the “former high 
standing” of the legal profession. 
To bring about this resuit, he add- 
ed, it is important to stop the il- 
legal practice of law by laymen and 
“the unethical methods engaged in 
by some members of the bar.”’ 

Jamison referred in his address 
to ‘the devastating, deadly effect of 
the primary system” upon the pow- 
er of the bar and of all voters to 
make intelligent selections for leg- 
islative and judicial offices, and for 
other elective offices. He said, 
however, time would not permit 
him to discuss the subject. 

The discussion of unethical prac- 
tices and disbarment, by the bar, 
arose several months ago, at the 
time of the investigation by the 
St. Louis Bar Association of the 
part played by lawyers in the re- 
turn of $822,000 in stolen bonds 
to the Grand National Bank for a 
reward of $140,000. 

George H. Moore, St. Louis law- 
yer, delivered the report recom- 
mending the federation plan. The 
new constitution would foster the 
establishment of additional local 
bar organizations. Nine districts 
throughout the State, each under 
administration of a vice president, 
would be set up, one district con- 
sisting of the city of St. Louis. The 
constitution includes an article 
adopting the canons of ethics of 
the American Bar Association. The 
proposed judicial section of the as- 
sociation would consist of the 
Judges of the Supreme, Appellate 
and Circuit courts and certain oth- 
er tribunals of record. Among the 
members of Moore’s committee re- 
porting on this scheme was Guy A. 
Thompson of St. Louis, recently 
elected president of the American 
Bar Association. 

The association referred to its 
Executive Committee a recommen- 
dation that its Grievance Commit- 
tee be given $2500 a year for in- 
vesigation of complaints against 
lawyers, and that the association 
pay one-half of the expense.of 
such investigations and prosecu- 
tions by local bar groups, except’ 
in St. Louis and Kansas City. 

A special committee reported to- 
day in favor of a change in the 
method of taking referendums of 
the association's membership on 
judicial candidates. The present 
method is for Republican and 
Democratic members to express 
their choice of candidates seeking

Challenges Entire View- 
point of Opinion Holding 
Heir Had Not Behaved 
Well for Five Years. 


Vincent Kerens’ counsel, of 
whom Senator James A. Reed is 


now one, today filed a motion 
for a rehearing by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the case involving his right to his 
$1,900,000 share of the estate of 
his father, Richard C. Kerens. 

The Appellate Court Sept. 3 dis 
approved of the action of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., trustee of 
the Kerens estate, in deciding that 
Kerens had fulfilled the require- 
ment made in his father’s will for 
five consecutive yeurs of continued 
sobriety and good behavior. 

Reed, appearing for the first 
time as counsel for Kerens,@s as- 
sociated with Jesse A. McDonald 
and Arnold Just. An outline of al- 
leged errors, in the Appellate 
Court’s handling of the case, is 
accompanied by a detailed argu- 
ment, signed by the attorneys. ' 

Court’s Viewpoint Assailed. 

The lawyers’ plea is an attack 
on the entire viewpoint of the Ap- 
pellate Court, whose decision was 
written by Presiding Judge Stone. 
The Court, reversing District Judge 
Faris, held that the trust company 
had not taken the proper steps to 
inform itself as to Vincent Kerens’ 
conduct during the five-year period 
under consideration, which was 
1923-27 inclusive. It held that a 
sworn statement made by Keérens 
in 1923, reaffirming af admittedly 
false affidavit made earlier as to 
his arrest with a woman in a Los 
Angeles hotel, was not good be- 
havior. 

Kerens’ lawyers, in their motion 
for a rehearing, charge that the 
Court of Appeals failed to compre- 
hend the real nature of the pro- 
ceeding, and failed to construe the 
evidence correctly. 

The Appellate Court, Kerens’ 
lawyers state, treated mere charges, 
unsupported by proof, as evidence 
of substantive facts. worthy of con- 
sideration. It assumed, the lawyers 
set forth, that the charges were 
true, and that investigation by the 
trust company would have shown 


them to be true.

‘Fraud, the lawyers argue, cannot 
be deduced from ‘“‘a mere difference 
of opinion between men of various 
minds and experiences.” The fail- 
ure of the trust company to con- 
duct a_ trial and hear oral testi- 
mony in the matter, it is deCfared, 
does not show fraud. The trust 
company, it is contended, was not 
required to proceed in any particu- 
lar manner in reaching its decision 
as to Kerens’ conduct. Particularly, 
the contention is that it was not re- 
quired to give notice to Kerens’ sis- 
ters, Mr,;s. Gladys Colket and Mrs. 
Madeline Kenna, who have opposed 
the trust company’s action. 

“The court,” the argument 

states, “‘was gravely mistaken in 
holding that the trustee was in the 
position of a stakeholder. Its ac- 
tion was governed by rules of equi- 
ty directly opposed to the duty of 
stakeholders.” 
Under the Appellate ‘Court’s de- 
cision, which related only to the 
1923-27 period. Kerens would have 
been privileged to file a new ap- 
plication, based on a showing of 
good behavior for a later five-year 
period. The Appellate Court in its 
decision censured the trust com- 
pany for taking the side of Kerens 
against his sisters in the previous 
proceeding. It stated that the sis- 
ters’ interest was a real one, and 
that the trustee should have acted 
impartially as between them.

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BORAH FOR INCREASE 
I TAX ON INCOMES 


That With Reduction of Expen- 
ditures Will Balance 
Budget, He Thinks. 


Dy the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Senator 


Borah thinks the Government can 
quit worrying about money @¢f it 
will cut expenditures and increase 


income taxes. 

Upon his return to the capital 
yesterday, the Idaho Republican, 
who is one of the independent 
group wielding the balance of pow- 
er in the new Congress, said he 
thought these steps should be 
taken to balance the budget. 

He cast aside proposals for beer 
and a prohibition referendum as 
“settling nothing.” As for the wet 
and@dry. controversy he said “the 
question is: Do the American peo- 
ple want to take it out of the Con- 
stitution ?’’ 

He is ready to vote for abolition 
of the Farm Board unless it 
changes its policy. He expects 
movements to be renewed for the 
export debenture and equalization 
fee systems of farm relief, but he 
is inclined to think Secretary Hyde 
is right in saying these cannot be 
passed over’ President Hoover's 
veto. 

He will give prompt right of way 
to the World Court question before 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
ef which he is chairman and on 
‘he floor he will fight against 
\merican adherence to the court. 

“Pay as we go,” was Borah’s 
‘roposition on balancing the 
iudget and he believed ‘‘we will not 
spend nearly as much if we do.” 

He thought the moratorium on 
war debts and reparations, would be 
ratified by the Senate in three or 
four days. 

If the states and cities have to 
raise funds for unemployment re- 
lief he thinks the Federal Govern- 
ment should do its share. He be- 
lieves income taxes as well as prop- 
erty taxes levied by the states and 
cities should pay part of this. 

“It seems altogether probable,” 
said the Senator, ‘“‘we will have to 
deal with the question of taxes at 
the coming session. There is noth- 
ing quite so conducive to extrava- 
gance and waste as the habit of 
passing the cost of running the 
Government over to posterity. We 
ought, in the first place, to cut 
governmental expenditures to the 
lowest practical level. 

“There would be some compen- 
sation in this depression through 
which we are passing if there 
should result from it a thorough 
overhauling of governmental ex- 
penditures. And, after we have 
cut expenditures as much as pos- 
sible, we ought then to pay as we 
fo. We will not spend nearly so 
much if we do.” 

Reverting to prohibition, he said: 
“I do not see anything in these pro- 
posals about a referendum and

There is just one proposi- 


tion with reference to prohibtion, 


it seems to me, and that is, to re- 
peal or not to repeal. If the 
eighteenth amendment is wrong it 
is fundamentally wrong.

Borah exfressed opposition to 
last year’s attempt of the Farm 
Board to peg prices and he argued 
that in piling up a_ surplus the 
board did more harm than good 
to the farmers. He is willing to 
give some of the surplus wheat to 
China, but he would announce a 
policy of not selling any of the re- 
maining surplus held by the board 
until the price reached $1.25 a 
bushel.

MAJ.-GEN. BUTLER PROPOSES 
HEAVY U. $. TAX ON WEALTH 


Says Group of Millionaires Is Will- 
ing for Money to Be Used in 
School Building. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2.—A 
plan whereby wealth would be 
taxed and part of the proceeds 
used for education was outlined 
yesterday by Major-General Smed- 
ley D. Butler. He said 14 multi- 
millionaires, representing wealth of 
$5,000,000,000, had announced 
themselves willing to give 50 per 
cent of their money under his plan. 

He warned that.unless the plan, 
or a similar one, were adopted soon 
the United States would face vio- 
lence as a protest against poverty, 
unemployment and unequal distri- 
bution of wealth. 

Butler’s plan contemplates taxa- 
tion of wealth, the proceeds to be 
appropriated by Congress for un- 
employment relief in school build- 
ing, road construction and subsidies 
for invention and infant industries. 

Butler said he had conferred 
with the millionaires on the “seri- 
ous situation confronting the re- 
public.”’

Planning Commission to 
Advise Producers Is Rec- 
ommended by U. S. Com- 
merce Chamber Group.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A 20,- 
000-word report on continuity of 
employment, embodying plans for 
a strategy board at the helm of 
business, big and little, was placed 
for approval before the board of 
directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States today. 
The report is the product of six 
months of study by a special coin- 
mittee comprising leading indusiri- 
alists, headed by Henry I. Harri- 


man, Boston, chairman of the board 
of the New England Power Asso- 
ciation. 

This committee, principally con- 
cerned with averting recurrence of 
present distress, would have a plan- 
ning board to advise producers how 
to keep both production and pay- 
rolls nearly level through times of 
expansion and of curtailment § in 
consumption. 

Another recommendation of the 
committee would have industry set 
aside a part of its earnings in pros- 
perous times to take care of em- 
ploves when earnings fall off—Jjust 
the way dividends often are pro- 
tected. 

Another committee of the cham- 
ber came forward with a program 
for active participation in relief 
measures by local chambers, par- 
ticularly to secure efficiency and a 
maximum of occupation for men 
deprived of their normal work. 

Other problems confronting the 
board in its sessions lasting throvgeh 
tomorrow are the condition of the 
petroleum, coal and lumber indus- 
tries; the controversial matter of 
Russian goods and the Govern- 
ment’s barge lines. 

Wages were not on the agenda. 
This subject, however, came up in 
another business meeting yesterday. 
The governing board of Associated 
Contractors, Inc., urged revision of 
the law which requires contractors 
on Government jobs to pay prevail- 
ing local wage scales.

ONFUCIUS’ remedy for curing the 


evils of his time, which may be prop- 
erly applied to the world’s predicament of 
‘today, is contained in the following 
(somewhat modified) version of his 
“Great Principle’ or “Grand Union”: 

We are not troubled with fears of poverty, 
but are troubled with the fears of a lack of 
equality of wealth. If you do not have an 
exchance of the products of labor and an 
interchange of service, so that too much 
there will make too little here, then farmers 
will have a surplus of grain and women of 
Goth . «-« 

When the Grand Course is pursued, a pub- 
lic and common spirit will rule under the 
sky; they will choose men of talents, virtue 
and ability; their words will be sincere, and 
they will cultivate harmony. Thus men will 
not love thgir parents only, nor treat as chil- 
dren only their own sons. A compctent pro- 
vision will be secured for the aged till their 
death, employment for the able-bodied, and 
the means of growing up to the young. 
They will show Kindness and compassion t 
widows, orphans, childless men and thos 
who are disabled by disease, so that they 
will be sufficiently maintained. Males will 
have their proper work, and females their 
homes. ‘They will accumulate articles of 
value, disliking that they should be thrown 
away upon the ground, but not wishing to 
keep them for their own gratffication. They 
will labor with their strength, disliking that 
it should not be exerted, but not exerting it 
only with a view to their own advantage. In 
this way selfish schemings will be repressed 
and find no development. Robbers, filchers 
and rebellious traitors will not show them- 
selves, and hence the outer doors will re- 
main open, and not shut. This is the period 
of what we call the Grand Union, 


Thanks to our metaphysical statesmen, 
with their “noble experiments,” this final 
aim of Confucius’ philosophy, which is 
remarkably similar to that of Plato's 
State and to the teachings of Jesus, is des- 
tined to remain a “Platonic ideal” for 
another short period of 26 centuries.

It was perfectly correct, and 
I want to say, as one who has voted for 
Mr. Reed for United States Senator, that 
Mr. Reed would give the greatest dem- 
onstration of real satatesmanship he has 
ever given by eliminating himself from 
the contest for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the presidency in 1932. He has 
no possible chance to win it, and with 


‘a huge Democratic Victory absolutely in 


sight, his entry means nothing but strife, 
discord and general dissatisfaction. 

The opponents of the present destruc- 
tionists who are running the Government 
must consolidate on a real leader who 
commands the admiration and esteem of 
the voters of the country, and not waste 
their time in trying to appease the vanity 
of any man. Mr. Reed has had his day. 
He performed great service in combat- 
ing the buccaneers of the Republican 
party. for which many of us real Repub- 
licans are grateful to him, and in our 
memories we will all stand at attention 
when he passes by. But I say to him 
and his over-enthusiastic friends he 
should be content with the laurels he has 
won, A statement from him that he & 
in private life to remain would place 
him in the same class as George Wash- 
ington, but if he remains a candidate 
for the presidency on the Democratic 
ticket it will place him at the foot of 
the class.

REGULATION AND PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 


In his address at the luncheon of the St. Louis 
Electric Board of Trade, Gov. Caulfield said that the 
electric utilities are confronted by the alternative 
of strict regulation of rates and service ef public 
ownership. He also remarked that “the greatest 
menace to the electric utilities—and others—is the 
man who is opposed to any regulation and tries to 


‘circumvent it.” The Governor, it seems to us, chose the 


proper occasion to say those things. For there is no 
question as to their truth, and it is well for the util- 
ity people to hear the truth direct from a responsible 
public official. Mr. Caulfield explained that he per- 
sonally favors regulation by the state, because he 
does not believe ih remote government; but he re- 


minded his audience that the demand exists for Fed-. 


eral regulation, as witnessed at the recent conference 
of Governors in Indiana. 

Theoretically, state regulation is, of course, prefer- 
able. The only reason sentiment is turning to Wash- 
ington is the conviction that state regulation is 
ineffective. We have a case in point right now hére 
in Missouri, where, the Doherty interests challenge 
the authority of the State to fix rates for natural 
gas, on the ground that they are doing an interstate 
business and are therefore not within the jurisdiction 
of the State’s regulatory commission. 

That is but one instance. Examples could be cited 
indefinitely showing the disadvantage under which 
the individual state labors in dealing with public 
utilities. First of all, there is the formula for de- 
termining rates as laid down by decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, which largely silences the states. Then 
there is the intricate pattern of ownership by holding 
companies and Delphic systems of accounting that 
make it difficult, if not impossible, to separate prop- 
er from improper charges, or to ascertain accurately 
just what the investment is and what would be a fair 
rate. 

The utility magnates, generally speaking, profess 
to believe in regulation, but in practice they have or- 
ganized setups and contrived devices to nullify regu- 
lation. They have pretty well succeeded in making 
state regulation impotent. Further, though they de- 
pend upon the public to furnish the money for thei? 
enterprises, the fact is that the investor in a public 
utility security today does not know and cannot know 
what he is buying. 

By and large, the public utilities do not want reg- 
ulation and have developed an extraordinary genius 
for evading regulation. Whether Federal regulation 
would be any more satisfactory than state regulation 
is conjectural. But there is nothing conjectural about 
the fact that there would be no sentiment for Fed- 
eral regulation if state regulation had been success- 
ful. Neither the state nor the nation can regulate 
the utilities so long as the people give them fran- 
chises. Absolute Federal regulation is therefore a 
myth; but public ownership, as Gov. Caulfield has 
pleasantly but firmly told the utility people, is not 
a myth. 

It does not take much mental effort to denounce 
legislators and newspapers for spreading public own- 
ership propaganda, as the power magnates so thor- 
oughly delight to do. It is much harder to make 
the industry realize that the power magnates them- 
selves are driving the public toward public ownership.

BY HORRIBLE EXAMPLE. 

Tyrus Raymond Cobb of baseball celebrity visited 
San Quentin prison the other day and got some ideas 
for impressing youth with the value of going 
straight. He thinks it would be a good plan to take 
boys of high school age on tours through peniten- 
tiaries to show them what crime leads to; he also 


suggests that first-term offenders be permitted to 
witness hangings, in the belief that the horror of 
such a fate would have a salutary influence. In bat- 
ting, fielding, base running, together with diamond 
strategy and tactics, Mr. Cobb was a star of the first 
magnitude. As a penologist, he is still groping along 
the abandoned paths of terrorism. 
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MORE REVENUE NEEDED. 

Governmental eqonomy is an admirable watchword 
in time of depression, when receipts from virtually 
every source are dwigdling. Yet it has become ob- 
vious that economy alone will not Suffice to meet the 
demands. The Government’s expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending last June 30 were $4,220,000,000; 
its receipts were $3,317,000,000, resulting in a deficit 
of $903,000,000, the first since 1919. Economies suffi- 
cient to offset this loss would have necessitated a cut 
of almost 25 per cent in all Federal expenditures. 
Even sorely harassed England has not sought to en- 
force so drastic a retrenchment. President Hoover 
held a series of meetings with department heads last 
spring in an effort to cut expenses, and thereby ef- 
fected reductions estintated at $101,000,000. This, how- 
ever, is less than 3 per cent of the total estimated 
budget. 

As a means of meeting expenses and of refunding 
short-term obligations, the Treasury has offered three 
long-term bond issues this year, totaling $2,100,- 
000,000. All were oversubscribed, but, as Secretary 
Mellon stated last spring, “such a course is only a 
temporary expedient.” This borrowing led to an in- 
crease in the national debt, after a 12-year period of 
steady reductions. It helped fill-the gap left by a 
23 per cent decrease in income tax receipts and a 
fall of 18 per cent in customs revenue. 

Tax legislation, then, will be an important subject 
before the next Congress. With an estimated $1,500,- 
000,000 deficit confronting the Treasury for the cur- 
renteyear, neither greater economy nor additional 
loans may be relied upon as a solution. An expand- 
ed building program and other possible measures for 
emergency relief emphasize the necessity of more 
revenue. However, grave warnings have been sound- 
ed against the danger of hampering business and the 
people with poorly considered tax measures. The best 
guidance,of our country’s leaders will be required 
to decide how this additional revenue may be ob- 
tained with the least unsettling effect on the eco- 
nomic and social structure. 
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BACK TO OLD CAHOKIA. 

Promise of the return of the old Cahokia Court- 
house from Chicago is good news to everyone inter- 
ested in the history of this section of the Middle 
West. Built 215 years ago—16 years before Wash- 
ington was born—of river bluff black walnut logs, 
this Jew blockhouse-like structure remains the chief 
relic of law and order in the Mississippi Valley of 
pioneer days. Into its small room stomped men who 
wore coonskin caps and rude homespun garments to 
right wrongs according to the rudimentary provi- 
sions of a frontier code. Almost 40 years ago it was 
taken to Chicago for exhibition at the Columbian Ex- 
position, and since that time, save for temporary lo-

cation in St. Louis during the World’s Fair, it has 
been in Jackson Park. St. Clair County, which should 
never have allowed the courthouse to stay in Chi- 
o, only does its duty in seeing to the return. In 
e future, when conmmunity interests bind both sides 
of the river with an extensive park system, this ven- 
erable public building of a far distant day will be 
one of the metropolitan area’s historic shrines. 
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MR. HOOVER STIRS UP THE JINGOES. 

Mr. Hoover sincerely wishes to redgce our war 
establishment and lessen the burdens of armament at 
a time when the national economy is unable to bear 
them. 

But our jingoes.are not, unfortunately, sympathetic 
with the President in this rational move. Both Sen- 
ator Hale and Congressman Britten, chairmen re- 
spectively of the Senate and House naval committees, 
oppose the reduction from 11 to five which Mr. Hoo- 
kver has ordered in our destroyer program. Sen- 
ator Hale says the President has disregarded the 
plain mandate of Congress and delivered a crushing 
plow at the national defense, and Congressman Brit- 
ten denies that Mr. Hoover has the power to step 
between Congress and the plain discharge of its con- 
stitutional obligation to maintain an adequate na- 
tional defense. 

Meanwhile, the Italian and League of Nations pro- 
posals for a holiday in all naval construction for 
1932 are gaining support everywhere in this over- 
armed and all but bankrupt world. Only the Jap- 
anese and the French demur at suggestions that it 
is folly to devise new arms when the world cannot 
support the arms it has. 

In his tilt with the naval leaders in his own party, 
Mr. Hoover is on solid ground. In our opinion, he 
has nothing to fear from Congress. The people of 
the United States are as little disposed at the mo- 
ment to multiply the troubles which war has brought 
upoh us as any people on earth, and they are 
abundantly able to take care of the jingoes. 
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FRESH MACKEREL, PLEASE. 

Nothing emphasizes any more what the airplane 
has done to the United States than the news about 
overnight shipments of sea food from the Atlantic 
coast. Time was the resident of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, who went to Boston, lived on codfish and mack- 
erel, save for the Saturday night plate of beans. Let 
a Missourian or Illinoisan go to Washington or 
Baltimore, and it was oysters three times a day, 
more or less. As for the order at the Broadway res- 
taurant, nothing would do but the lobster. From 
time immemorial, fresh sea food has been a luxury 
out here in the provinces. Now all this is to be 
changed by the airplane. With overnight freight 
service in force, sea food taken from the ocean the 
day before is being announced. Verily, distance has 
been obliterated when fish caught off Cape Cod can 
grace St. Louis hotels as readily as it can the dining 
room of the Parker House. The last reason for liv- 
ing on the Atlantic seaboard belongs to the ages.

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FOOD AND CLOTHING FIRST. 

Those who have written to the Post-Dispatch re- 
garding the proper beneficiaries of the Community 
Fund in a time of great human want and others con- 
cerned with that important subject will be interested 
in the situation in Baltimore. There the Community 
Fund is divided among some 34 organizations and 
agencies, ranging alphabetically from the Aged Men’s 
and Women’s Home to the Y. W. C. A. The largest 
beneficiary is the Family Welfare Association, which 
gets 29.06 per cent of the total, and the smallest {s 
a memorial free kindergarten, the recipient of .07 
per cent. The fund for the year 1931, as divided in 
February, was $1,108,026.27, of which slightly more 
than $60,000, or more than 5 cents of every dollar, 
went to salaries and expenses of the campaign. Thus, 
the Baltimore situation will readily be recognized as 
not unlike our own. : 

Last year the propriety of organizations such as 
the Baltimore Boy Scouts and the Y. M. C. A., re- 
ceiving money from the fund was questioned, with 
the result that a number of organizations not actively 
engaged in relief work volunteered to stand aside 
while those caring for life were assured their needs 
would be met first. 

This year the question is again a leading topic of 
discussion, with the Baltimore Sun leading those 
who declare that the needy must come first. In a 
column editorial, so headed, the Sun sets down its 
conviction that it is time for “those who have the 
management of affairs to ask (1) that the non-relief 
organizations demonstrate their value as character 
building or cultural or protective agencies, and (2) 
that those which do demonstrate value be placed in a 
rational relationship, so far as public‘ contributions 
are concerned, with the actual relief agencies during 
this time of emergency.” 

The Sun answers the objection of the “character 
building” and “cultural” agencies that we must not 
live by bread alone with the observation that a city 
which spends $10,000,000 a year on schools is not sub- 
sisting solely on bread. As is well pointed out, there 
are more permanent agencies devoted to culture and 
character building than there are to furnish food and 
clothing to those in need. 

Baltimore’s problem is also St. Louis’ problem. If 
we have not yet begun to think about it, the time is 
not far distant when we will. The leaders ought 
to be considering it now. The Post-Dispatch hopes 
that when Decefnber comes and we are asked to lift 
the Community Fund over the top, it will be with a 
previously reached understanding that those agencies 
providing for the unfortunates who lack the necessa- 
ries of life will be cared for above all others. 
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A JUVENILE FAVORITE. 

Men and women who grew up reading the Youth’s 
Companion will. not have forgotten the name of 
Charles Asbury Stephens, despite the fact that Who's 
Who in America has omitted him since 1914. He 
joined the Companion’s staff more than 60 years ago, 
and thereafter for many years no issue of that juve- 
nile weekly was complete without one of his stories. 
He took farm boys and girls from isolated prairie 
homesteads on exploring trips to distant Labrador 
and far up the mysterious Amazon. He transformed 
winter Saturday tramps after rabbits over familiar 
snowgcovered hills into breathless hunts for moose in 
the Canadian woods. He remade the springs along 
the timber creek into the spouting geysers of the 
Western wonderland. His writings, which would fill 
some 70 volumes of 300 pages each, were for only the 
passing moment, but, like many another work of 
that kind, filled an important need. Mr. Stephens’ 
death at Norway, Me., where he was born 8&6 years 
ago, will stir the memories of once devoted follow- 
ers throughout the country. 
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A Land Plan for the Unemployed 


Public building project, financed by U. §. bonds, would provide only temporary work, 
it is suggested, but use of the money to establish unemployed on the land would 
give them a permanent livelihood; plan calls for communal villages of about 200 
families each; would change outcasts of industry into sturdy, independent group.

R. HEARST’S plan for a $5,000,000,000 
Moons issue, to be used in public works, 

has met with indorsement everywhere: 
but the crux of any such plan will lie in 
the nature of the public works to be un- 
dertaken. Great construction-projects such 
as roads, dams, buildings, etc., are complct- 
ed in a comparatively short time and em- 
ploy largely man-displacing machinery. The 
buying market will have been stimulated 
for a period, but no permanent results at- 
tained. Senator Norris, in supporting Mr. 
Hearst’s suggestion, said: “The relief pro- 
posed is, of course, of a temporary nature. 
It meets an immediate situation which de- 
mands solution. It is not a permanent 
cure.” ’ 

Here is a plan by which the Government 
would establish workers in small farm 
communities, and in which every dollar of 
the investment would be secured by created 
land values. This, too, would be a public 
work, but of permanent effect. The plan 
provides for the return of every dollar in- 
vested by the Government, at the same time 
giving a permanent kind of life to the mil- 
lions of machine-made orphans of indus- 
try. : 

It. is a back-to-the-land plan, but with 
two great differences from most such pro- 
posals. It eliminates the killing solitude 
of farm life, which so disheartens the gre- 
garious worker of the cities. It creates an 
immediate land value around the new cen- 
ters, providing basic security of the large 
financing operation required. 

Back-to-the-land movements are as old 
as the Roman legions. It was the policy of 
Roman leaders to seize the land and give 
it to the returning soldiers. The poet Virgil 
lost his Mantuan farm that way. 

But back-to-the-land movements are al- 
ways new. They are saving many parts of 
the world today. Mussolini recognizes their 
vital importance for Italy. He has estab- 
lished drastic regulations to prevent the 
farmer from leaving his farm. The Rus- 
sians are placing tremendous emphasis on 
their collectiviged farming. A group led 
by G. K. Chesterton in England is attempt- 
ing to establish a new “yeomanry”—a sys- 
tem of small, intensive, individualized En- 
glish farms. France, by the careful, scien- 
tific way in which she has nurtured her an- 
cient agricultural system, is perhaps ahead 
of the rest of the world in this far-sighted 
work. Ireland bought the land from the 
landlords, and allotted it on long-term pay- 
ments to small farmers.

In America, probably, the vocation of 
farming is more unpopular, more chaotic, 
more precarious than anywhere else in the 
civilized world. For this reason, “back to 
the land” has seemed heretofore dreary and 
meaningless to us. But this is not the fault 
of the land, nor of the people on it. It is 
the fault of a stupid system, of exploited 
tenantry, of ill managed distribution from 
the farmer's standpoint, and of unintelli- 
gent farm credits. One way to rescue the 
back-to-the-land policy from these discour- 
aging associations is to take it completely 
out of the old system—to give it a new 
triahon a large scale, In the present disasf 
trouws wave of poverty, it can save the fu- 
ture of millions of American workers. 


The plan would require, like Mr. Hearst's, 
a large Government bond issue—but not 
for public works to be eaten up by great 
machine operations while the living work- 
ers get the tail-end of the benefits. Our 
plan would establish many small radiating 
centers of agriculture. Around a great oval, 
on the highway, the individual farms would 
radiate like spokes in a wheel. The center 
would be commonly owned, the household 
gardens would touch on a lane running 
round the center, and all the social activi- 
ties of a community of, say, 200 families, 
would be carried on within it. These ac- 
tivities would be educational, professional, 
commercial, on a small scale. They would 
absorb those abilities in the young commu- 
nity that were least adapted to farm work. 
But they would be only incidental to the 
great wheel of farm activity going on out- 
side. — ’

The farmhouses in their gardens could 
be made on some roomy, one-story, ideal 
plan sufficiently standardized so that the 
cost of each unit could be reduced to a min- 
imum. They could be supplied with those 
“city luxuries,”’ the lack of which has made 
farm life a bugbear: sewage, water, light, 
natural gas, perhaps, and telephone. 

Allotment of the land, the amount to each 
family, selection of the people in each vil- 
lage, the size of the village, the kinds of 
cultivation—these are questions to be settled 
by experts who have studied these prob- 
lems. In addition to house and acreage, 
each farm would be supplied with its small- 
er tools and livestock. The larger tools, such 
as trucks, tractors, plows, harrows, spray- 
ing machinery, etc., would be owned by the 
conimunity and their service charged to the 
individual farmer at pro rata cost. 

The mere construction of the communil- 
ties would give rise to a new purchasing 
power sufficient to start the wheels of in- 
dustry moving all over the country. Tools, 
building materials, plumbing materials, fur- 
niture, etc., must be purchased in large 
quantities at once. Houses must be erected, 
employing not only the future inhabitants, 
but outside workers. 

The plan would not primarily aim at 
farming for profit, but first and foremost 
at farming for home consumption. Such 
profit as would be required for the buying 
of manufactured goods, after each family 
had been financed in house and stock, 
would undoubtedly be produced. 

The bonds would be for long. terms— 
20 years, perhaps longer—at about 3 per 
cent. The whole community, holding the 
individual mortgages, would be nsible 
for interest and amortization. The admin- 
istration of the plan would have to be dis- 
interested, far-sighted and humane. It would 
call for the highest type of men in the 
country, given broad powers of decision and 
action—to eliminate red tape and bureau- 
cratic graft. 

Assuming that the land for these farm 
centers is selected in more or less remote 
places, where land can be bought reason- 
ably, there will be an automatic: and im- 
mediate increase of land values around the 
centers. The moment center is es- 
tablished, equipped, popu with work- 
ers, a considerable circle of property on a 


highway ceases to have a farm valuation 
and jumps at once to a community value. 
It is hardly necessary to picture in words 
the spontaneous growth of such 
The greater part of these people will be 


centers. 


killing anxiety. They will be given free 
play for personal ambition. Their children 
will have the advantages of free modern 
schooling, close to home, of sanitation and 
of outdoor play. 

These people will have largely the sam 
conditioning by life. They will have similar 
past experiences, similar incentives to cre- 
ate a new lifé. They will understand each 
others’ psychology therefore (an important 
point too often ignored in “utopian” 
schemes) and should have every opportu- 
nity to co-operate with loyalty and symp4- 
thy. They would be left free to embellish 
and improve their community by their own 
efforts.

The value of mifk as a food for 
children is well recognized, and 
there are probably few localities 
where the slogan of “a quart a day” 
is not heard. Unfortunately it is 
not yet adopted as largely as it 
should be. The value of milk lies 
in its readily digestible protein, its 
mineral and vitamin content, its fat 
(cream) and carbohydrate, and in 
its comparatively low cost—low in 
comparison with the same amount 
of food value in other foods. 

A well known nutritionist says, 
“One quart of milk daily, contain- 
ing approximately 30 grams of pro- 
tein, or nearly one-half the amount 
needed by either a child or an 
adult, should be considered the 
ideal amount of mil! for all, young 
or old. Milk is too § frequently 
omitted from the dietary of adults, 
many of whom consider it a food 
for children only.” 

Whole fresh milk, evaporated 
milk, or powdered milk may all be 
used in the same way, and one or 
the other can be obtained any- 
where. Evaporated milk diluted 
with an equal amount of water is 
equivalent in food value to fresh 
whole milk, ‘with the exception of 
vitamin C. This: vitamin is, how- 
ever, sometimes lacking in pasteur- 
ized fresh milk as well, and may 
readily be supplied in the diet by 
the use of orange or tomato juice.

PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR THE WEEK 


Three Meals From One Chick- 
en Illustrates Value of Work- 
ing on Weekly Plan. 


This is a good time of year to 
have chicken, for in most places 
it is quite reasonable just now. The 
most economical buy is a stewing, 
or fricasseeing chicken, but the 
most popular in flavor is a roast 
chicken. It is possible to satisfy 
both points by buying a stewing 
ehicken, stewing it whole for about 
one and one-half hours, then cool- 
ing it. stuffing it and roasting it 
to finish cooking. In this way you 
will have about a quart of good 
chicken broth to use for soup an- 
other day. By cooking the giblets 
in a separate pan with a slice of 
onion and a few celery leaves you 
can make a brown giblet gravy 


roasting chicken, 

Select a fowl weighing about 
four pounds or a little more, have 
it drawn, but left wkole. Wash it 
in cold water, drain, truss, or tie 
the legs and wings firmly to the 
body, place in a deep kettle and 
add three cups boiling water. Cover 
closely and cook slowly until part- 
ly tender. Remove from the pan, 
place in a roasting pan, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and spread 
with three tablespoons flour mixeu 
to a paste with three tablespoons 
butter. Stuff if you wish with a 
bread crumb stuffing. Roast in a 
hot oven until the chicken browns, 
then reduce the heat to very mod- 
erate and finish cooking. 

The advantage of working from 
a weekly meal plan lies in the fact 
that you can make a better use of 
leftovers. This week canned or 
stewed fresh peaches are used for 
the peach-marshmallow cream 
Sunday night, and for the salad 
Monday noon. The entirely differ- 
ent methods of serving prevent 
any feeling of monotony, while 
Planning is simplified by buying 
for two meals at once, and by being 
able to use up any leftovers to the 
best advantage. The same princi- 
ple applies to the use of chicken. 
Roasted for Sunday dinner it has 
one flavor, the remnants served a 
la King next night taste quite dif- 
ferent, and the chicken soup used 
for lunch the third day utilizes the 
last bits. 


FROZEN CUSTARD. 


Scald two cups milk. Beat yolks 
of three eggs with three-fourths 
cup suga" and one _ tablespoon 
cornstarch until very light. Add 
hot milk gradually and return to 
the fire. Stir constantly until 
thickened and very smooth. Re- 
move from fire, cool and add three 
teaspoons vanilla extract, and the 
grated rind of half a lemon. Fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites and 
add one cur cream or. undiluted 
evaporated milk. Pour into the 
freezing pan of an automatic re- 
frigerator or freeze in a freezer, 
using three parts cracked ice to 
one part ice cream salt. 
STEAMED APPLE PUDDING. 


Select six good sized, peel, quar- 
ter and core them. Cut two of the 
apples in thin slices and chop the 
rest coarsely. Butter a three-pint 
pudding mold and fill the bottom 
with the sliced apples mixed with 
one-half cup brown sugar and one 
teaspoon cinnamon. Mix and 
sift two cups flour with one-half 


powder, one-half teaspoon salt and 
the grated rind of one-half a lem- 
on. Rub in one-third cup short- 
ening—preferable equal parts but- 
ter and vegetable fat—and when 
well blended stir in one cup milk 
and 1 well-beaten egg. Stir in the 
chopped apples last. Beat to mix 
and pour in on top of the sliced 
apples. Cover the mold closely 
and steam for two and one-half 
hours. Turn out and serve with 
hard sauce. 

PEACH MARSHMALLOW 

CREAM, 


Dissolve a package of orange 
flavored gelatine in one cup boil- 
ing water and set aside to cool. 
This may be hastened by placing 
it in a pan of ice water or a bowl 
of cracked ice; if this is done the 
gelatine must be stirred frequently 
while cooling in order to keep it 
smooth. Whip one cup cream or 
evaporated milk, add twelve 
marshmallows cut in pieces, and 
six halves of stewed or canned 
peaches rubbed through a coarse 
sieve. When the gelatine is thick- 
ening fold in the cream mixture 
and pour into a fancy mold or in- 
ividual ones. Chill and serve with 
a, garnish of sliced peaches and 
chopped pistachio nuts. 


Soft Molasses Cookies. 
Take one cup molasses, one table- 
spoon ginger, one teaspoon soda, 
two tablespoons milk, one half cup 
butter softened, and enough flour 
to mix soft. Mix in the order 
given, dissolving soda in milk. Roll 
to one-third of an inch thick. Cut 
in small rounds and bake in hot 
oven for about 15 minutes.

A Change from Toast and Muffins 
for Breakfast. 

Sift together 1 cup flour, % 
teaspoon salt and % teaspoon 
soda.

Add a scant half cup 
of buttermilk gradually, mixing to 


a stiff dough. It may not be nec- 
essary to use all the milk, as the 
dough must be stiff. 

Knead on a floured board, then 
roll out, and cut with biscuit cut- 
ter. Bake in hot oven for about 
15 minutes. Buttermilk biscuit 
dough may be kept in the refrig- 
erator for several days, so this 
recipe may be doubled. |

A third emphasized the impor- 
tance of using only the best ma- 
terials, warning against unwise 
economy in any detail if a good 
cake is desired. A fourth woman 
laid the secret of her success to 
careful beating of ingredients’ s0 
that the under part of the batter 
was lifted to the surface regularly 
in the beating. 

“Double creaming” of sugar and 
butter was hinted for one kind of 
cake, meaning that the shortening 
was first beaten alone until it was 
like a very thick, rich cream. Then 
when the sugar was added a sec- 
ond creaming began, and continued 
until the combination of sugar and 
butter was light and fluffy. 

The repeated sifting of flour and 
sugar and the careful and gradual 
folding in of these materials into 
the egg whites, were angel cake 
requisites, cited by a woman,who 
entered an almost perfect cake 
from the standpoint of the judges’ 
requirements. 


TWO LIVER RECIPES: 
BAKED AND FRIED 


Baked Liver. 

Select a fresh calf’s liver weigh- 
ing about three pounds. Have the 
butcher lard and roll it. Put intoa 
roasting pan, and roast for one 
hour in a moderate oven, Serve 
with a brown gravy. 

Fried Liver and Bacon. 

Slice the liver’ into half-inch 
slices. Fry the bacon. When crisp 
remove from the frying pan. Sprin- 
kle the slices of liver with pepper 
and salt and dredge with flour. Fry 
them in the bacon fat about 106 
minutes. When done, drain off all 
the fat, and serve garnished with 
the bacon. Liver may also be 
broiled. 


HAM WITH POTATOES AND ONION 


Place a slice of ham or small 
pieces of left-over ham in the bot- 
tom of a baking dish. Cover with 
thin slices of raw white potato, 
then a layer of sliced white onion. 
Alternate to the top of the dish, 
with ham as the top layer. 

Season with a dash of pepper, 
paprika, and mace, and one-eighth 
teaspoonful each powdered sage, 
marjoram, and thyme. Cover with 
milk (about two cupfuls), to which 
two tablespoonsfuls of flour have 
been added, and bake for 30 to 45 
minutes in a moderate oven. 


JELLY ROLL ‘ 


Sift 1 cup flour with % teaspoon 
baking powder and 1 teaspoon salt. 
Beat 3 eggs very light, add 1 cup 
fine sugar and beat to a smooth 
mass. Add 1 teaspoon lemon ex- 
tract, and then 3 tablespoons wa- 
ter. Fold in flour mixture. Spread 
about % inch thick in a jelly-roll 
pan lined with paper. Bake in 
moderate oven, turn out on waxed 
paper coveréd with powdered sug- 
ar. Spread cake with jelly after re- 
moving paper lining. Roll it up, 
wrap in waxed paper and let it 
get cold before cutting. 


SCALLOPED TOMATOES 


Peel 10 ripe tomatoes, add 1 ta- 
blespoon chopped onion, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon mustard and % 
teaspoon pepper. 

Put a layer of bread crumbs in 
baking dish, cover with tomato 
mixture and a dash of sugar, and 
repeat until dish is full, Put but- 
tered crumbs on top and bake in 
hot oven. 


VINAIGRETTE DRESSING 


Put 1 teaspoon salt and 1 tea- 
spoon sugar in a bowl, add \% tea- 
spoon pepper and a dash of pa- 
prika. Then pour in about % cup 
Olive oil, stirring well.

Cooler Weather Brings Back 
Desire for This Meat, and 
Baked Recipes Are Presented 


The taste for pork which seems 
to wane always in hot weather, re- 


vives again with the cooler days, 
and there is no better way of be- 
ginning again, than to serve pork 
tenderloin. 

Delicate in flavor and permitting 
a number of recipes, tenderloins 
are worth: including in your fall 
and winter meat budgets. 

Here are two good recipes to 
begin with: 

Creole Tenderloin. 

Dredge three small pork tender- 
Jains with flour, and brown in fat 
in a hot pan. Pour 1% cups of 
tomatoes over meat, add salt, pep- 
per. l‘sliced onion and % cup fine- 


in moderate oven. Watch to see 
if it is necessary to add a little 
boiling water. 

Stuffed Tenderloin. 

Split two  nredium-sized pork 
tenderloins and stuff with mixture 
as given below. Tie or skewer 
firmly together and ‘place in a 
baking pan, spread with bacon fat, 
dredge with flour, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and put a little 
boiling water in pan. Cover she 
pan and bake in a hot oven for 
20 minutes, then uncover and con- 
tinue baking for 20 minutes more, 
reducing the temperature. Baste 
several times during baking. 

Mix 2 cups soft, fine bread- 
crumbs with 1 teaspoon salt, % 
teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon minced 
onion, 1 teaspon poultry season- 
ing, 2 tablespoons boiling water, 1 
tablespoon lemon juice and % cup 
finely chopped apples, for stuffing. 


CHEESE BALLS 


Beat one egg well, add one-half 
cup milk. Sift together one cup 
flour, one teaspoon baking powder, 
a little salt and pepper. Add to 
milk and eggs, then add one-half 
cup grated cheese.

Mexico, Italy and‘*Japan Con- 
tribute Native Dishes., 
This Week, 


For our foreign recipes today we 
include a Japanese cooked cabbage 
salad which is very popular in some 
parts of that country, Mexican 
hamburger and spaghetti, which in 
many families is a feast-day meal, 
and chicken after an old Italian 
recipe. 

Japanese Salad. 

Put three cups of shredded cab- 
bage in a pan of boiling water and 
cook until tender, Drain | thor- 
oughly and when cold mix with a 
dressing made as follows: Blend 
the yolk of a hard-boiled egg with 
three tablespoons peanut butter, 
three tablespoons vinegar and a lit- 
tle dash of both sugar and salt. 

Mexican Hamburger. 

Get one-half-pound very finely 
ground hamburger, Chop one onion 
and cook for five minutes in one 
tablespoon olive oil. Add meat, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 


‘add one cup canned tomatoes and 


stew for 20 minutes. Add one cup 
cooked spaghetti and simmer for 
10 minutes. Serve very hot and 
pass grated cheese with it. 

Italian Chicken. 

Take two frying chickens, sepa- 
rate, roll pieces in flour seasoned 
with pepper and salt, then dip in 
beaten eggs. Have a scant one- 
fourth cup of olive oil hot in frying 
pan, add one-third cup of butter, 
and brown chicken on both sides, 
cooking slowly. Turn on platter, 
and pour over chicken fat left in 
pan with a little additional butter 
and the juice of half a lemon, 


MACARONI AND CALULIFLOWER 


Cook one-half-pound macaroni 
and one cauliflower separately 
until tender and place in layers in 
baking dish. Add layer of grated 
cheese, then another layer of maca- 
roni. 

Make a sauce of two tablespoons 
butter, three tablespoons flour and 
two cups milk blended carefully. 
Pour over mixture, season, and 
bake in moderate oven until brown. 


CCDFISH BALLS 


Cook one cup shredded codfish 
and two cups potatoes together un- 
til soft. Drain and mash, add one 
beaten egg, one tablespoon melted 
butter and a dash of pepper. 

Drop by spoonfuls in hot lard

Sprinkle one ta- 
blespoon sugar over each apple, 
add water to cover bottom of dish 
about one-fourth inch, cover pan 
and bake in moderate oven almost 
an hour, basting two or three 
times, and uncovering pan for the 
last 15 minutes. 


Make apple muffins for lunch 
by adding one cup of finely diced 
apples to the favorite muffin 
recipe. Apple corn bread may be 
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ly chopped raw apples in the bot- 
tom of the pan and pouring the 
corn bread batter over these, 

Apples included in the dinner 
salad are especially good with cel- 
ery and nuts, or in any general 
fruit salad. 

Diced raw apples, chopped pea- 
nuts, celery and raisins with a 
cooked salad dressing make a 
slightly different salad for a bridge 
luncheon.

ACCORDING TO RULE 


Avoid Confusion and Simplify 
Serving by Following Con- 
ventional Plan.

‘Where do I put the knives and 
forks?” asks a-young bride, and 
for her convenience and other 
readers we publish a order of table 
arrangements usually followed. 

A well set table répresents a 
pattern with all the lines running 
across. The handles of the knives, 
spoons, etc., handles of 
dishes, salt and pepper sets should 
all follow this rule, Diagonal 
lines attract attention, so they 
should be avoided. 

The linen, silver and dishes 
placed for each person are called 
a “cover.” Enough space should 
be planned for each person to avoid 
crowding the silver and dishes, but 
on the other hand they should not 
be sprawled out. As arule from 20 
to 24 inches should be allowed for 
each “cover.” 

Where no maid is employed the 
table should be set to make the 
service of the meal simple and 
easy, and to.avoid unnecessary 
steps. Arrange dishes and silver 
for dessert or other courses on a 
serving table in the dining room 
convenient to the table. 

Place at each cover the pieces 
of silver needed for the meal. All 
silver is arranged in order of use, 
that used first placed farthest 
from the plate. 

Knives are placed at the right of 
the plate with the cutting edge 
turned toward the plate and the 
handle about one inch from the 
edge of the table. Forks are placed 
at the left of the plate, tines wp 
and handles on a line with those of 
the knives. 

Spoons are placed, bowls up, at 
the right of the knife. Water 
glass is placed at the point of 
the knife, and a little above it. 

Bread and butter plates are 
placed at the left of the fork and 
a little above it, with the butter 
spreader placed across the plate 
horizontal to the edge of the table. 

Napkins are placed at the left 
of the fork with the hem and sel- 
vedge parallel to the table edge. 
When the napkin is folded in a 
square, the lower right hand 
corner is the open corner. 

Individual salt and pepper sets 
are placed above each cover or be- 
tween two covers in a line with the

The rest 
of the menu may be slim, but the 
start is so good that there will be 
few complaints from the family. 


Corn Mock Bisque. 

3 cups milk, 1% cups canned 
corn, 2 slices onion, 3 tablespoons 
flour, %4 cup cold water, 1% cups 
tomatoes, 4 cloves, sprig of pars- 
ley, bit of bayleaf, % tablespoon 
sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
pepper, 4 tablespoons butter. 

Seald milk with corn and onion. 
Add flour mixed with cold water 
to form a smooth paste, stir until 
thickened, cover and cook 10 min- 
utes. Rub through a sieve and re- 
turn to double boiler. 

Cook tomatoes with seasonings 
10 minutes. Rub through sieve, 
reheat, add butter and add slowly 
to the milk. Serve at once. 

Clam and Tomato Bisque. 

1% pints clams, 1 cup cold wa- 
ter, 1% cups thin cream or milk, 
% cup water, 4 tablespoons butter, 
2 slices onion, 4 tablespoons flour, 
% cup tomato puree, 1 teaspoon 
salt. 

Place clams in strainer over 
saucepan and add water. Separate 
hard part of clams, chop fine and 
add to water. Heat slowly to boil- 
ing point, simmer 20 minutes and 


strain through cheesecloth. Scald 
cream. or milk. 

Cook butter and onion 5 min- 
utes. Remove onion, add flour 
and gradually add clam water. Stir 
until boiling point is reached, add 
tomatoes and seasonings and again 
bring to boiling point. Just before 
serving add slowly to scalded 
cream and serve at once.

Reasonable Standards. 


Maren punishment comes to chil- 


dren because they fall short of 
requirements impossible for 
them to meet. 

In the past little was known about 
what rightly could be expected of 
children at various ages. 

The greatest hardship usually fell 
on the eldest child, who, because 
he looked bigger than the others, 
was expected to exercise almost 
adult self-control when he himself 
had but just graduated from the 
nursery. 

Every mother owes it to her child 
to familiarize herself with knowl- 
edge of what she may reasonably 
expect of him at various ages. 
Knowing when he can do, she will 
neither make him helpless by ex- 
pecting too little nor subject him 
to harshness and punishment by ex- 
pecting too much, 

At 3, for instance, a child should 
be able to feed himself. At 56 he 
should be quite independent about 
washing and dressing. From earli- 
est infancy he should be able to 
play by himself without adult at- 
tention and go to sleep by himself 
in a dark room. 

Of course, once bad habits had 
been set up in relation to any of 
these situations, we cannot expect 
the child suddenly to change his 
response merely because we have 
decided it is time that he should. 

Where our own lack of knowl- 
edge led to behavior problems, we 
must blame no one but ourselves 
while we work patiently to make 
g00d our past mistakes. 

It is well to remember that only 
what gives the child immediate sat- 
isfaction and what requires of him 
no new skill can be learned over- 
night. — 

His acceptance of the routine 
which his mother knows is good 
for him, his ability to do any one 
of the things which makes him re- 
sponsible and self-reliant from an 
adult point of view must all be 
gradually acquired with the help 
of intelligent and sympathetic 
training.

Asthma. 


STHMA, commonly called a 
disease, more correctly is a 
combination of symptoms 
caused by a number of conditions. 
The prominent feature of asthma 
is difficulty in breathing, caused by 
spasmodic contractions of small 
muscles located in the bronchi of 
the lungs. The precise reasun the 
bronchial muscles contract is un- 
known. 

One important cause of asthma 
is what is called an abnormal sen- 
sitiveness to foreign proteins. 
These foreign proteins enter the 
body by way of the respiratory 
tract or through the gastro-intes- 
tinal system-in the shape of foods, 
vegetable granules, organic dusts, 
etc. 

Sensitiveness to foreign proteins 
may cause not only asthma, but 
also hay fever, eczema and hives, 
and perhaps peculiar sudden swell- 
ings called angio-neurotic edema. 
In determining to which proteins 
the sufferer is sensitive, he is test- 
ed by means of scratches through 
the skin into which are applied ex- 
tracts of the suspected substances. 
If the skin shows no more red- 
ness than after an ordinary scratch 
it is fairly apparent that the indi- 
vidual is not sensitive to that pro- . 
tein. 

A swelling about one quarter of 
an inch in diameter arises at the 
scratch when the patient is sensi- 
tive. 

Physicians estimate as many as 
50 per cent of asthmatics are sen- 
sitive to some foreign proteins. 

When the protein or proteins 
have been defined, the patient is 
urged to avoid coming in contact 
with them. 

If that is not possible, he may 
be desensitized by a process in 
which the responsible proteins are 
injected under the skin. 

Another cause of asthma is bace 
terial infection due to infected 
teeth, tonsils, sinuses, gall bladder 
and infections in other parts of the 
body. 

Treatment of asthma requires 
the eradication of sources of infec- 
tion.
